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1* On 20 October 19$h the undersigned ease officer net with 
Vltaut TUMASU in ftev lork City and entered Into a tonal contract 
between the Agency and Vitsut TOMAS H* Be is now listed as a "Covert 
Consultant** 

2* The meeting, which lasted apprcalnstely two hours, was conce rne d 
with the review of contractual cleaves, Method of payment, transfer of 
Information and a general discussion on the latest political trends in 
the Bjyelonies1.en emigration* Vlteut TVfUSH was given the sterile 
telephone meher for contact with the case officer in Washington* Boring 
the entire course of the meeting Vltaut TUtfiSH was salable, offered 
conartroctive suggestions for the study and gave all indications that 
he wee a w ar e of the responsibility of the task* He noted that he 
understood the conditions of the relationship and reaffirmed his 
original statement on the need for strict security measures* In the 
pinion’ of the case officer. If Vltaut TIWA5H continue* to approach 
the association with the seas nature operational outlook he has 
shown in the early stages of the relationship, it way be possible to 
utilise hi a beyond the limitations of the Byelorussian Study contract* 

3* The discussion began with a restatement of the contract terns* 
Each paragraph was read in consecutive order and Vltaut TUHAS# was 
given an opportunity to ask questions about these paragraphs* At the 
conclusion of the reading he signed both the contract and pseudo n ym 
font required, with the full knowledge that oar relationship wee United 
to the terns of the contract and nothing olse outside these terns would 
be authorised* 

U* When the contract was signed Vltaut TUHA3H began a general 
discussion of new trends in the Byelorussian emigration, both in the 
U* 3* and abroad* Ha noted that during a telephone conversation with 
Dr* Nicholas SBGHOB 3 (President of the Byelorussian Congress Cooedttee 
of America) several weeks earlier, 3UCH0BS told Vltaut TBMA3H that he 
had left the A5TE0WSKI movement (Byelorussian Central Council) after a 
supposed disagreement with the heed of the movement. Dr* Radislav 
ASTRCW3XI* In Vltaut TOMASH’e opinion this dlsassociation was caused 
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primarily by SHCaORS* ambition. Vi taut TCHAS:i stated that SiJCHOI^S vooU 
like to be a "Fuehrer”. Se stated that the sen is young and agresaive 
sad envisions himself as the Ejyelorusalaa counterpart of lev DGBRIAN3KI, 
President of the Ukrainian Congress Committee of America* TUHASfl stated^ 
that there waa not the slightest trial lari ty because the Ukrainian Congress 
Comlttae of America included approximately 9Crf of the Ukrainian political , 
cultural and social organisation of the United States while the Byelorussian 
„ Congress Coaaittee of Amsrica had as its following primarily those stray 
elements which left the ASTROWSKI fold with 3KEDGS* 

5« The discussion drifted to the topic of the Peris Bloc of 
nationalities in Burope which had coutlzned Its negotiation with the 
American Ccmcttte* in Monish despite early setbacks. TUMA3H stated that 
after tbs death of B* OBEOUCPCHKORI (Georgian) H. ABRAHTCHUC had assumed 
the role of mediator between the nationality bloc and the Orest Hessian 
elements* He stated that they would continue in their efforts to reconcile 
the political ohasm and eventually join the American Committee in the 
struggle against ComrninAaw* 

6* To aid him in fala study and to keep current with the Internal 
BS3R situation TBHASE requested that ve attempt to obtain for him. five 
publication* printed in the Soviet Union. He stated that he would note 
items of Immediate interest for our benefit while the major portion of 
the information obtained from the publications would be reflected in 
the Study when appropriate* 

7* TQKASH wee not paid any money since, prior to the 20 Ootobar 
mee ti ng, the contract was not signed* Arrangements will be made to pay 
Mm the salary for the month of October, in addition to the $250 -is will 
receive for expenses. 
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
